Why a Partially Revised Draft Program EIR? 


- Court rulings in the Atherton CEQA cases 
issued in November 2011 

- Much of Program EIR analysis upheld 

- Some issues require more analysis to comply 
with CEQA 
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Issues Requiring More Analysis 


- Noise, vibration, and construction impacts of 
shifting Monterey Highway 

-Traffic impacts on surrounding local roads 
due to narrowing stretch of Monterey Highway 

- Impacts of potentially moving freight tracks 
closer to adjacent land uses along Peninsula 

- Impacts of reduced access to surface streets 
from potential lane closure along Peninsula 
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Public Circulation 


- Notice of document widely distributed through 
first-class mail, website, press release, and 
email blast 

- 45 day public comment period 

- Comment period closed on 02/21/12
